A Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 
61 to limit the operation of Trucks, trailers jand traction en- 
gines on all public roads, highways, streets, and lanes in the 
Municipal District of Weinwright No. 61. 


WHEREAS 

Under the Provisions of the Municipal Districts Act 
1954 the control of all public roads, highways, streets and 
lanes within the said Municipal District is vested in the 
Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61 and there is a duty 
on the Municipel District to repair the said roads. 


Under the Provisions of the Public Services Vehicles 
Act the Council may prohibit the use of any district road, 
local road; or portion thereof by any truck trailer, or trac- 
tion engine and the said Public Services Vehicles Act and 
the Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control 
as contemplated in this Bylaw. :
